INFECTIOUS  LISBASES 

There  was  a  considerable  outbreak  of  measles  in 
February  and  March.  47  cases  v/cre  notified  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year,  mostly  young  children. 
Two  of  those  cases  developed  pneumonia,  but  re¬ 
covered.  4  other  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified 
during  the  year,  of  which  one  died,  aged  88.  One 
case  of  scarlet  fever  was  notified  and  two  of 
tuberculosis,  one  pulmonary,  which  was  not  confirmed 
as  such,  and  one  non- pulmonary.  Ihore  was  onc 
dcath  from  tuberculosis.  The  efficiency  of 
notification  appears  to  be  complete.
